Awarded Congressional 
Medal Of Honor 


Washington — (NC) — “An old 
soldier's admiration” was voiced at 
the White House as Navy Hospital 
Corpsman William R. Charette of 
Ludington, Mich. received the 
Medal of Honor. The “old soldier,” 
of course, was President Eisen- 
hower, who could only shake his 
head when citations accompanying 
the 
others were read. 

Meanwhile, across the Potomac 
River in the Pentagon, five Marines 
had been awarded the Legion of 
Merit for their heroism as prison- 
ers of war in Korea. Two of them 
—like Charette — are Catholics. 
They are Lt. Col. John McLaugh-

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Behind The Footlights 
ND University Theatre Scores 
With Theatre-In-The-Round

The ballroom at the new La Fortune Student Center at the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame was an apt sétting for the University Theatre's 
experiment in Theatre-in-the-Round. The evening of three one-act plays 


was. extremely enjoyable. 
Th ment were Noel Coward’s “Hands 


was well-suited to the experimental medium. ‘ However, of far 
more importance, was the ease and grace with which the individual 
performers worked in the new medium. + 

Performing in theatre-inthe-round must be an unusual and ex- 


and the individual performances were played with extreme gusto. 

Every play is not suited to this new medium. A murder-mystery, 
with its many blackouts, secret panels and disappearing corpses, would 
be difficult to stage. Wisely, the three plays presented were conversa- 
tion pieces. They concentrated on the words and the action was strict- 
ly superficial. The characters made their entrances, sat down in a 
chair and talked. The audience, because of its position surrounding 
the players,’ was treated as just another guest listening in. 

This is the outstanding feature of theatre-in-the-round: its ex- 
treme intimacy between actof and audience. It removes the some- 
times useful barrier of the footlights and the proscenium arch. It 
gives the theatregoers an ty to get a clese look at the 
actor, to see the character he is portraying on the theatregoer’s 
level and to know that character through gestures and facial 
expression. 

This intimacy works to the advantage of the performer, also. With 
his audience so close, he now knows that such facial expressions and 
gestures will be appreciated. He has an opportunity here to create an 
entire character—a human being. In this medium, the use of the 
hands, the eyes, the head and the feet becomes very important. 

This new medium seems to be very much to the liking of the Uni- 
versity Theatre. It is also obvious that the very appreciative audience 
in attendance could easily go for a good deal more of the new medium. 
This writer hopes that additional theatre-in-the-round productions are 
contemplated for the very near future. - 


‘The Teahouse Of The August Moon’

being the year’s biggest success. Based on the novel by Vern Sneider 
(Notre Dame ’40), this work by John Patrick is as charming and deli- 
cate, as a Japanese fan and as forc@ful and dynamic as a hand grenade

Clethed with Oriental grace and wit, “The Teahouse of the 
August Moon” tells the story of Capt. Fishy and his attempt te 
bring democracy to the tiny village of Tobiki in Okinawa. Pre- 

ared with a fat volume of instructions from the Pentagon, his 

irst project is to build a schoolhouse in the shape of that compli- 
cated building in Washington. 

Capt. Fisby’s difficulties, though many, are not as complicated as 
one would think, mainly because of the services of his charming and 
witty interpreter, Sakini. 

Capt. Fishy is cordially received in Tobiki. So is his speech on 
democracy, which provides one of the most enjoyable scenes in the 
theatre because of the wonderful interpretations by Sakini. The Cap- 
tain appoints town officials who are promised red helmets but it’s not 
so easy to promote prosperity with native industries or to build a 
schoolhouse on the model of the Pentagon. 

The gift of a Geisha girl and Fisby’s own active imagination in- 
spire the solution and not only Fisby but the psychiatrist sent to ad- 
monish him yield to the Okinawa tradition: the school—under the Au- 
gust moon—turns into a teahouse. 

Robert C. Ruark, in a recent column, stated: “I imagine y 
Mr. Sneider will pick up the Pulitzer Prize for this thing, but 
hope he gets the Nobel Prize as well, and maybe a suitable decora- 
tion from his government. He has in one stroke sketched a piece 
of propaganda for America that te my mind is more important 
than the combined planning of our masters since we decided to 
save the world from communism .. .” 

In this we wholeheartedly agree. Mr. Sneider writes his novel 
from first hand experience. He knows the Oriental and he is sympa- 
thetic to their cause. His story carries the air of sympathetic under- 
standing. He tells us that we cannot accomplish anything with the 
Orientals until we undc.stand their costumes and tradition and honor 
and respect them. His story breathes the majestic air of charity. He 
doesn’t want us to tolerate the Orientals; he wants us to love them. 

From a theatrical angle, Mr. Sneider gets credit for half the 
effort. The other half comes from the playwright, the producers, the 
technical staff and the brilliant cast. 

Euphemia Van Rensselaer Wyatt in The Catholic World says: 
“From Vern Sneider’s rather cluttered story of the same name, 
John Patrick has dramatized the answer to one of the biggest prize 
questions of the century—how te prove to the little man the basic 
virtue of Democracy? What is more the answer is given with wit 
and friendliness and all the advantages of experienced stage craft.” 

“It is not likely,” says Theophilus Lewis in America, “that a more 
wholesome and thoroughly enjoyable play will appear this season or 
for several years after . . . It has an elfin lightness and volatile humor 
that are original and distinctive . .. The production has the disarming 
enchantment of a fairy tale that never wanders too far from practical 
common sense.” 

“The Teahouse of the August Moon” is a work of art. The acting of 
David Wayne as Sakini, bubbling with Oriental wit and charm, and of 
John Forsythe as Capt. Fisby, a perfect example of Yankee know-how 
yielding to this Oriental wit and charm, are memorable moments in the 
theatre. Mr. Wayne and Mr. Forsythe have both spent considerable 
time in Hollywood. Much of this time has been in films which have 
not been worthy of their talents. Their return to Broadway is indeed 
welcomed and they should stay for a long time. © 

“The Teahouse of the August Moon” will be around Broadway 
for a long time. A huge advance sale should get it through 1954 
without any trouble. It is hoped that when time comes for it to 
tour the country, the present entire company will be intact. 

But whether it is isn’t important. That it will tour is the import- 
ant factor. Whether it reaches the hinterlands in 1955, 1956 or even 
later, matters little. But it is this writer’s hope that it eventually gets 
there because this ageless story deserves a wide audience. And we 
can’t help but hope that a one-night stand at the University of Notre 
Dame be seriously considered. Directly or indirectly, Notre 


Dame’s contribution is one of the greatest successes to hit Broadway 
for many years.

France And Italy Offend 
Vatican Agency Says Movies 
Present Growing Moral Problem 


Vatican City —(Radio, NC)— 
French and Italian films released 
in 1953 were of exceptionally low 
grade morally, even by comparison 
with recent years, Msgr. Albino 
Galletto, secretary of the Pontifi- 
cal Commission for Motion Pic- 
tures, has reported. 

In an article prepared for publi- 
cation in Italian Catholic news- 
papers, Monsignor Galletto stated 
that it had become evident from an 
objective examination of the re- 
ports of the Catholic Film Center 
in Rome during 1953 that “the 
moral crisis of motion pictures is 
growing ever more acute.” 

In his article, the monsignor 
called upon . Italian Catholics to 


tries who exert an influence on 
movie production by means of or- 
ganized and systematic evaluations 
of films from the Christian and 
moral view point. He was seen as 
obviously referring particularly 
to the Legion of Decency in the 
United States. 

The Pontifical Commission 
which Monsignor Galletto serves 
is presided over by Bishop Martin 
J. O'Connor, rector of the North 
American College in Rome. The 
commission was founded by His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII in 1948 to 
study motion pictures from the 
viewpoint of Faith and morals and 
of ideological trends. Another pur- 
pose was to promote the obser- 
vance of norms formulated by ec- 
clesiastical authority. 

Monsignor Galletto disclosed 
that of 486 films reviewed by the 
Rome film center, only 18 percent 
were found unobjectionable for 
adults. He stated that 125 films 
were completely condemned on 
moral grounds, and 145 could be 
given only a qualified endorsement 
from a moral standpoint.

published by the American Tract 
Society of New York, one of them en- 
titled “The Virgin Mary,” and the 
other “Queen of Heaven.” Both cover 
pretty much the same ground, and 
while the author asserts that Protes- 
tants honor Mary because of her choice 
by God as the instrument of the In- 
carnation, he attacks her Immaculate 
Conception, her perpetual virginity, her 
Assumption, and her right to be called 
“Mother of God,” and “Queen of 
Heaven.” 

The author declares. that several 
Catholic theologians, presently honored 
as saints, rejected the Immaculate Con- 
ception of Mary; that the Council of 
Ephesus was wrong when it- declared 
Mary to be the Mother of God; that the 
Bible proves that she was not a “per- 
petual virgin,” etc. 

The Tract begins by informing the 
reader that on November 1, 1950, Pope 
Pius XII proclaimed the doctrine of the 
Assumption of Mary into Heaven, and 
noticed that this action has “awakened 
in the minds of many Protestants cer- 
tain questions regarding the Mother of 
Jesus. Is the Catholic representation 
according to the Scriptures? What, if 
anything, do we have to say regarding 
the Roman Catholic teaching about 
her? What do Protestants think of 
Mary?”

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WE. are frequently called upon 
‘* to make trips across the na- 
tion, but usually shy away from 
such travelling whenever possible. 
After all, there’s work to be done 
at home, deadlines to be met and 
papers and magazines to get out. 
But a few weeks ago we received/ 
an invitation to visit in Canada to 
see how church and school build- 
ing needs are being met there— 
and gladly accepted. 


What we saw makes news. In 
London, Ontario the 82-year old 
family firm of Gerty Buildings, 
Inc., is promising to “take care of 
today’s school needs today”—and 
is fulfilling its promise. 

Last May a mile-wide section of 
Ontario, near London, was swept 
by a tornado. Buildings, including 
schools, were literally blown away. 
With only three months to plan 
and re-build before the opening of | 
the fall semester, authorities were 
deeply concerned. But their re- 
placement problems were solved 
when Ernest Gerry and his staff; 
of enterprising builders proposed | 
that quality fabricated schools 
could be erected and made ready 
for occupancy in the allotted time. 
With only 20 days to go in one 
community, contracts were let and 
occupancy date determined. It was) 
met, and pupils were back in| 
school on schedule for the fall 
term. 

The Gerry Company had been 
a pioneer in Canada in providing 
quality fabricated houses. In con- 
structing churches and schools, it 
simply enlarged its sights and car- 
ried on the same basic principles 
which had proved successful in 
housing 

The Gerry company has erected 
42 churches and 56 schools across 
Canada since 1949. Churches seat 
up to 800 adults, with even larger 
ones envisioned. School buildings 
are of one, two, four, six and eight 
rooms. Plans are now developed

Parishioners Help 


We . visited several Catholic 
churches and schools in Sarnia, 
Willand and London and had op- 
portunity to talk with the pastors. 
They're pleased not only with the 
speed-up in construction made pos 
sible by factory cut materials, but 
also with the appearances of the 
buildings and with the cost. 

Fabricated churches and schools 
are erected according to factory 
specifications, but the actual work 


is done on the spot and usually 
with local contractors and subcon- 
tractors. In Sarnia we found that 
the pastor was something of a con- 
tractor Himself. With the help of 
skilled and experienced men in his 
parish he directed his own parish- 
ioners in much of the building of 
their church. “Our parishioners— 
men and women — contributed 
more than 12,000 work-hours to 
the erection of their church,” he 
proudly told us. 

We thought there was still much 
work to be done when we visited 
the church and were astonished to 
learn that dedication was schedul- 
ed for nine days hence. Not only 
dedication,

ready for the Bishop. 

The fabricated churches are neat 
and permanent, with firm founda- 
tions, spacious basements and con- 
crete floors. Most of those erected 
in Canada are veneered with brick, 
stone, stucco, insulated brick sid- 
ing, or an attractive simulated 
stone. Some are of frame construc- 
tion. 

Several Canadian Bishops have 
declared that the quality fabricat- 
ed churches and schools have solv- 
ed a serious problem in their dio- 
ceses. They are especially ideal, 
they say, for newly designated par- 
ishes and parishes in small and 
growing communities.

Mary assumed into Heaven, because St. 
John, in vision, saw her in Heaven 
with her body, “clothed with the sun, 
with the moon under her feet, and 
around her head a crown of twelve 
Stars.” The same exegetes read into that 
text her crowning as the Queen of the 
Apostles, and inferentially, the Queen 
of Heaven. 

It must be remembered that much of 
the New Testament was written before 
Mary died; and hence nothing could 
have been recorded about her death. 

God would certainly provide a worthy 
mother for His beloved Son, and reason 
itself suggests that He would have pre- 
served her soul from the stain of 
Original Sin—or she would not have 
been worthy of Him. 

The author of the Tract sent to us 
may belong to a religious body, some of 
whose members believe in Original Sin, 


but the generality of Protestants do not 
believe in it. Therefore, they must be- 
lieve that they and everybody else 
was created immaculate. This was dis- 
closed in a poll taken by a professor at 
Northwestern University, Chicago. If 
every one was born immaculate, why 
deny the privilege to Mary? 

The author makes a great deal about 
the absence of evidence among Chris- 
tians in the third and fourth centuries. 
But that is very easy to explain. The 
Church lived in the Catacombs, even 
the Popes who ruled it, for three cen- 
turies, and there was no definition on 
any doctrine until the Church was 
liberated under Constantine. He called 
the first General Council at Nicea in the 
year 325 (the fourth century) over 
which legates of the Pope presided. At 
that time the divinity of Christ was 
promulgated against the Arians, who 
called it in question. 


Marian Year Made Occasion For Attacks On Devotion To Mary 


Then the Council of Ephesus, called 
in the year 431, dealt with the heresy 
taught by Nestorius, who held Mary 
was not entitled to the designation 
“Mother of God” (Theotokos). But 
Nestorians believed in the Immaculate 
Conception. 

Founders of all Protestant churches 
accepted the first six Councils of the 
Church, including Ephesus which was 
only the third Council. The teaching 
of the Church is that Christ had only a 
divine Person, while He had two na- 
tures, namely, that of God and that of 
man. We often refer to Christ as the 
“God-man.” If Mary was the Mother 
of Him Whose person was God, then she 
is entitled to be called “the Mother of 
God.” Of course every Catholic is 
taught, even the child in his Cate- 
chism, that Mary was not the Mother 
of the Holy Trinity, or of the Godhead 
in Heaven. 


Didn’t Elizabeth, under divine in« 
spiration, address Mary with the words 
“The Mother of my Lord” (Luke 
1:43)? It was certainly not a human 
Lord: and the Archangel Gabriel told 
her “the Lord is with thee” (Luke 
1:28)—in’ the special sense that the 
person of the Eternal Son of God 
would be in her very body. He, God’s 
beloved Son, as God-man, would be the 
“fruit of thy womb” (Luke 1:28). 

Cardinal Newman, the great English 
scholar, before his conversion to the 
Catholic Church, held the same ideas 
expressed by the author of the tract; 
but after his conversion, and after a 
thorough study of the writings of the 
early Fathers of the Church, he 
preached a sermon on the “Congruity 
of the Assumption.” Even in St. An- 
selm’s time England had many churches 
dedicated to the Assumption of Mary.

Christ makes it very clear 
through St. John (3:5) 
when he says: “Unless one 
is born again of water and 
the Holy Ghost he cannot 
enter into the Kingdom of 
God.” 

We are born children of 
our own parents, but we 
must be “reborn” children 
of God. The matter of the 
Sacrament is the water, 
the form, the words. 


By His death Christ 
made possible, but not 
actual, the salvation of 
all people.

CLASS: I would ask him if he

If he 
consented, I would instruct him as 
far as I would be able on the exis- 
tence of God, the divinity of Christ 
and on Heaven and Hell, in one of 
which places every one must spend 
his eternity. If I had time, and 
if his relatives were willing to re- 
ceive him, I would send for a 
priest.’ Otherwise I would bap- 
tize him absolutely, after arousing 
him to contrition. 


Looking at the matter practical- 
ly do most Catholics concern them- 
selves about the spirit and eternal 
good of their neighbors?

‘Brought Back To Life’ 


Experts Work To Restore Da Vinci's 
Famous Painting Of ‘Last Supper’ 


Milan, Italy—(NC)—The world’s 
most famous painting of the Last 
Supper—the great fresco of Leon- 
ardo Da Vinci in the refectory of 
the ancient Dominican convent of 
Santa Maria delle Grazie here—is 
literally being: brought back to life 
again.

The restoration—the fifth under- 


taken since the.priceless painting 


was completed a few years after 
Columbus set foot in the New 
World—is in the hands of the 
noted restorer, Professor Mauro 
Pellicciolo. He ig working under the 
supervision of a government com- 
mission headed by Professor Mario 
Salmi of the University of Rome. 
An extrgordinary painstaking 
process, the restoration has been 
going on since early in 1950, and 
probably will not be completed 
until the latter part of this year. 
The work is now in its third and 
final stage and already the results 
of Professor Pelliccioli’s skill can 
be perceived. 


This particular painting of Leon- 
ardo’s has almost from the begin- 
ning suffered from the fading pro- 
cess. Fifty years after it was done 
it was considered as lpst—so much 
so, indeed, that Cardinal Frederico 
Borromeo had copies made of it to 
try to capture and preserve the 
artistry that was there. 

Other restorations were made in 
1727, 1750, 1852 and 1924. All have 


contributed to preservation of the 
Last Supper for our times even if 
only, as it would appear now, by 
concealing and preserving what was 
beneath and now has to some ex- 
tent again come to the surface.
